C.C.C.  Becomes  Class  I 


On  March  2,  1968,  a  referendum  for 
Canton  College  to  become  the  Fulton - 
Mason -Knox  area  junior  college  was 
approved  by  77%  of  the  voters .  This 
approval  made  Canton  College  a  Class  I 
Junior  College.    Eight  years  ago  the 
Canton  district  residents  voted  to  es  - 
tablish  the  present  Canton  College.  For 
the  first  6  years  it  operated  in  facilities 
at  the  Canton  High  School .   During  the 
past  2  years  it  has  been  housed  in 
several  buildings  in  the  downtown  area . 
Efforts  to  get  a  Class  I  junior  college 
have  been  underway  since  the  fall  of 
1966.    More  than  40  clubs,  organiza- 
tions, news  media,  and  political  groups 
endorsed  the  Class  I  college,  as  did  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the  Il- 
linois Junior  College  Board.   The  efforts 
have  not  been  in  vain,  for  Canton  Col- 
lege will  become  the  Spoon  River  Junior 
College,  a  Class  I  junior  college.
